no use ignoring the fact that of the nations there represented only a few can 
be classed as genuine democracies, as th eterm is unrestood north of the Rio 
Grande. If a united front z-gainst the dictators is formed, there will be plenty 
ot dictators in ti. 


Ye. there is no need for anyone to be dismayed by this fact. For if dictator- 


ship in itself is an old story in this hemisphere, the particular kind of dictator- 
ship now looming large on the European horizon is somthing new. A mom- 
cut t comparison will make the distinction clear. 
^ A<- n general thing, the "banana republic" dictatorship is a highly indivi- 
tlzuLzed show. Only rarely is it based on any ideology or theory more ele- 
Icr to than a simple desire for power. It may be exceedingly "repressive— 
E;rae of the-Latin dictators had nothing to learn from the Nazis about the 
technique of silencing dissidents—bof by its very nature it is ephemeral, and 
it decs not force the ideals, the mental process and the intellectual outlook 
of ;t<: people into a rigid mold. It is a way of government but not a way of 
hie It does not try to remake society according to a fixed pattern.

onia germs, and chemical remidies 
which in some instances arc specific 
for certain forms of the 
germ. 


The number of types of pneumonia 


Delude at least 28 duo to different 
:orms of the pneumonia germ, one 
out of every four people with pneu- 
monia dies of the disease. It is high 
on the list of the causes of death. 


When pneumonia develops, the chief 


symptoms include fever, rapid breath- 
ing, 
pain in the chest, and the ex- 


pectoration of material which is tinged 
with blood. Usually the person who 
has pneumonia has been exhausted 
from over%vork and exposure or is 
perhaps recovering from some illne-ss 
which tends to place great strain on 
the body. The usual illness to pre- 
cede pneumonia are the common cold, 
influenza, measles, bronchitis or some 
similar condition. 


Any of the symptoms or combinat- 


ions of these symptoms that develop 
do not necessarily mean pneumonia. 
The doctor determines the presence 
of pneumonia by an examination of 
the lungs in order to find out whether 
there are any signs of consolidation 
resulting 
from thhe pouring in of 


material into the spaces of the lung 
is a typical condition in pneumonia. 


One of the most scientific and mod- 


ern 
procedures is examination of 


the sputum ni order to 
determine 


whether or not pneumonia germs are 
present and if they are pesent. the 
type of germ that is responsible. After 
the type of the germ is recognized it 
becomes opssible for the doctor to give 
a specific serum which is directed a- 
gainst that type. Serums are not yet 
available for every type and are not

A table decoration of fruits and veg- 


etables and nuts for either the dining 
room or living room can bo provided 
from the storage cellar, and is particu- 
larly attractive when the products 
arc arranged in a large yellow, green or 
brown bow, Miss Marshall suggests. 


Then why not a live Christmas tree 


—one that will not be dried up in a 
lew days and scatter leaves nil over 
(be floor. Transplant a small cedar, 
pine, or holly tree into a box, bucket 
or can so it can be watered. Keep the 
soil moist and it will last for a month 
or longer ivnd can bo planted in the 
yard later to be used for other Christ- 
mases, she suggests. The Christmas 
tree can be set on the floor, on a 
table, or in a window. If one has 
electric liglils, the tree can be deco- 
rated with colored lights. If not, sweet 
Iftim balls may be panited silver and 
gilt or dipped in bright colored quick 
drying lacqure. Bright colored cello- 
phane, strings of red berries from the 
woods, and popcorn can be used for 
further decoration.

These may be tied with bright 
colored ribbon or bows of crepe pa- 
pei.

Assassination Elevated 
Arthur to Presidency 
CHESTER ALAN ARTHUR first 


won his spurs in the law in 


the famous Lemmon case of New 
York. 
The case, tried in the 


decade before the Civil War, in- 
volved validity of certain phases 
of the fugitive slave law. 
So 


skillful'.y did Arthur marshall his 
evidence that he won a verdict 
from New York's highest court 
that any slave being transported 
from one slave state to another 
becar»e free while in the boun- 
daries of New York. 


During the Civil War itself Ar- 


thur won wide recognition for his 
work as quartermaster general of 
New York state. 
In 1871, partly 


as a reward for his long Repub- 
lican political activity, he was 
named collector of the port of 
New York by President Grint. 
Four years later he was reap- 
pointed, but subsequently was re- 
moved by President Hayes over 
disagreement as to civil service 
reform. 


But Arthur was not long out of 


politics. In fact, he moved up to 
the vice presidency, where he 
waged a powerful influence in 
patronage matters, culminating in' 
the resignation of two members 
of the Senate. Then President 
Garfield was shot and Arthur im- 
mediately succeeded him. 


Hardly had he taken 
office, 


however, when he reversed his 
political efforts. 
He swung from 


the old partisanship to a full rec- 
ognition of the great cares of his 
office. 
Tariff legislation and de- 


velopment of the navy were the 
main highlights of his term. The 
President is shown here on a 
stamp of the new U. §. regular se- 
ries, enlarged.
